2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest, in a method of making a one-piece dual-chamber plastic container by blow molding, the 
steps of injection molding a container finish that includes a deck with a pair of spaced outlet openings in 
the deck, extruding from the finish a hollow tubular body with a wall extending from the deck between the 
outlet openings, which wall divides the body into two separate chambers, and blowing the tubular body by 
application of air to the chambers through the outlet openings. Close prior art teaches injection molding a 
finish with a wall dividing the finish into two passages, extruding a tube integral with the finish, and 
blowing to form a container with two separate passages. It does not teach that the finish is a deck with 
spaced outlet openings, or that the blowing step blows air through the outlet openings to expand the tube.
